shrivelled kernels of wheat. He made 
the discovery by washing one part a IK 
screening the other part of the whca 
he sowed in the same field, and by sow- 
ing each part by itself.

screened wheat there was none.

TO CORRECT DAMAGED GRAW 


Musty grain totally unfit for use,anc 


which can scarcely be ground, may, i 
is said, be rendered perfectly sweet ant 
sound by simply immersing it in boil- 
ing water, letting it remain till the wa 
tcr becomes cold. The quantity mus 
be double to that of the grain to be pu- 
rified. 
The musty quality very seldom 


penetrates through the husk or bran o 
the wheat. 
In the hot water, all the 


decayed or rotten grains rise to the sur- 
face, so that the remaining wheat is ef- 
fectually cleansed from all impurities 
without any material loss. 
It is after- 


wards to be dried, stirring occasionally 
on the kilns.—N. E. Farmer.

SPAIN. 


MADRID, Aug. 19.—-More prudence 


has been shown by the King at the pre- 
sent juncture than would have been 
anticipated. He was advised by M. 
Zambrano, Secretary of War, and by 
M. Calomardc, Minister of Grace.and 
Justice, to put the Royal Guards, pro- 
vincial troops, and 60,000 Royalist Vol- 
unteers, into movement towards the 
frontiers, but he refused point blank to 
accede to these proposals. 
So firm 


and decisive has he been upon this oc- 
casion, that many suspect he intimated 
his will to the above ministers after ha- 
ving been closetted for some time with 
a M. Argumosa, a lawyer of celebrity, 
talent, and penetration, who was ad- 
dicted to the French party in the time 
of Joseph Napoleon Bonaparte. 


The King said that he had twice to 


do with the French, and he was not 
anxious for a third trial. He even ad- 
ded, "By attending to your counsels, I 
should expose myself to a similar fate 
with Charles X. which I am resolved 
to avoid/" 


GREECE. 


It is said that the Samians have de- 


clared themselves independent of the 
government of Greece, and organized 
one for themselves. It is also stated 
that General Sir Richard Church has 
been ordered to leave the Morea, by 
Capo D'Istrias. 


SOUTH AMERICA. 


Galignani's Messenger says, that 


the following is said to be the bases 
upon which the independence of the 
new S. American Republics will be ac- 
knowledged by France. 


"Their independence shall be ac- 


knowledged unconditionally, as France 
recognizes the principle that the na- 
tions of South America have had the 
right of separating themselves from the 
mother country, and consequently with- 
out any regard to the absurd principle 
of legitimacy. 
Consuls shall be estab- 


lished in all the principal ports of A- 
merica, and special Envoys shall be ap- 
pointed to every Government. Trea- 
ties of commerce upon the footing of e- 
qualityand reciprocity shall be conclu- 
ded with the American Republics." 


SWITZERLAND. 


Letters from Switzerland say, that 


the Swiss Diet, which closed on the 
7th of August, was chiefly occupied in 
the latter sitting with the fate of the 
regiments in France, which are placed 
in a very distressing situation by the 
late revolution. The Diet had,through 
its agents at Paris, M. Von Steban and 
M. Vont Maillardoz, presented a me- 
morial to the Duke of Orleans respect- 
ing the speedy return of the Swiss re- 
giments to their own country, and re- 
questing that proper steps may be- la- 
ken for disbanding them, in conformi- 
ty with the capitulations. There is e- 
very indication that these steps will be 
taken without delay. 
Colonel Fabvier, 


Commandant of Paris, had already or- 
dered the Swiss officers, by way of pre- 
caution, to send their troops, in de- 
tachments of 100 men, to the Swiss 
frontier : money is assigned to them to 
defray their expenses by the way. 
The 


two gentlemen above mentioned have 
had an audience of the Duke of Or- 
leans, who received them with the 


reattst kindness. 


ROME. 


Accounts from Rome of the 12th of 


Aug. mention that "The Pope has held 
a Council of Cardinals, at which a rcs- 
ojution was passed to the effect that the 
3ourt of Rome had witnessed with re- 
gret what had just taken place at Paris, 
but that the Holy Father had no de- 
ire to oppose the wishes of the nation. 
The consequence, therefore, is, that 
he Pope is quite disposed to recognize 
the present French government. 


French Colony in AJrir.n—The Afri- 


can Repository for August contains an 
interesting1 account <»¥ a French colony 
planted in Souih Africa more than 3-10 
years ago, consisting now of about -5000 
souls. These descendant ofihepcr- 
stcuicd IlNgenotiarc included from the 
world in a valley of a few leagues in 
extent shrough which thi-ir hamlets 
arc scattered. These bmnh-is a;v each 
governed by an individual, ohuscu noin 
among the ancient of ibt- clrm\ who 
is in liia turn resptujsiba- to another, 
who, in thia, patriarchal vjciely, is at 
once the paitor and ll.c ruler of the 
people and presides over the v» hole.

of Surgoinsville, in Hawkins county, 
and the neighborhood, adjacent to the 
river, has been, for several weeks, u n u - 
sually sickly ; and, in proportion to the 
population,!here have been more deaths 
than have ever been known, in the same 
length of time, in any part of this coun- 
try.

FROM EUROPE. 


By the arrival this morning of the 


packet ship Birmingham, Capt. Har- 
ris, from Liverpool, the Editor of the 
Standard is furnished with London 
dates to the 7th and Liverpool to the 
8th Sept. inclusive. 


In the intervening space between our 


present and previous accounts, no e- 
venis of great and decided importance, 
have taken place, but such circumstan- 
ces have occurred as shew collectively 
that public opinion is deeply excited, 
and that it is barely possible that Eu- 
rope will not ere long be subjected a- 
gain to the horrors of a general war. 


Tranquiiity has not been restored to

The spirit that accom- 
plished the late revolution, and the char- 
acter and principles of the mosteflicient 
agents in bringing it about, lead us to 
form the conclusion, that they will not 
suffer the nation or the government to 
be disgraced by even conniving at such 
iniquity.

this subject be realized, theAfrican slave 
trade will be reduced within narrow 
limits, as it regards the governments 
which permit it to be carried on by 
their subjects ; and it is not an extrav- 
agant expectation to indulge in, that 
they may soon have business enough on 
their hands nearer home.

The French revolution left the na- 


tion the option of several forms of gov- 
ernment and persons to manage it. 


1. A republic might be established by 


the will of the people lawfully expres- 
sed. 


2. The Duke of Orleans, enjoying 


neither what is culled divine right, nor 
national desire, may derive title from 
public, grant. 


3. Divine right is supposed to favor 


the Duke, of Bordeaux. 
But, except- 


ing a few inconsiderable persons, who 
are in a very sma.Il minority,no one now 
seriously believes in such a right. 
In 


their eyes the Duke of Bordeaux, inno- 
cent of the crimes imputed to his fore- 
fathers, need no! be called upon by the 
nation, whose fitness lo choose a chief 
they do not acknowledge. He became 
king by the abdication of his grand- 
father and uncle.—Such is their doc- 
trine. 


4. The young Napoleon is called to 


rule, not by divine riyht. bui by the 
right the nation bad of choosing u here- 
ditary chief in the family of his father, 
who was the man of its choice. In 
1804 nearly four millions of votes, his 
popular and national restoration in 
1815, attest Jhis even to ihc most in- 
credulous. 
His abdication in favor 


of his son, was acccpu-d by ihc Repre- 
sentatives of the nation, who proclaim- 
ed Xapolcon the second, and protested 
against the •violence of the fort-ii;n ar- 
inics, which tlcsU'oyrd all njtionul au- 
thority in France, by imposing on it a- 
ncw the Bourbon family.

the Second needs, no new grain or title 
lo he placed at the head of ihc govern- 
ment. According to ihc law of ihc na-

in France. \ on may well suppose lhat 
I cannot without pusillanimity fail to 
recollect thai my nephew, ihe son of 
my brother, was proclaimed by the Dc- 
ptities in 1815; that my brother ihe 
Emperor, abdicated on lhat condition 
alone ; thai nothing but Joreign bayo- 
nets on two occasions restored 
ihe 


Bourbons, and protected the execution 
o! so many illustrious defenders of their 
country. 


1 should have set off already if I did 


not see among the national names of 
the members of ihe provisional govern- 
ment, that of a prince with which mine 
never can ha%eajjy thing in common; be- 
ing satisfied that any Bourbon,whatever 
may be ihe branch lo w bich he belongs, 
cannot suit my country. 
1 have often 


told you that the only family i,» France, 
which the nation «iH nol chouse and 
cannot like, is that of ihe Bourbons — 
If that family loved France and was a- 
ware of the eternal divorce between 
them, it would have long ago renoun- 
ced the throne. Thai divorce had been 
sealed by blood enough, both French 
and foreign, during ihe last Uvcmy-five 
years, without any necessity of expo- 
sing the. family to he the ca^sc of shed- 
ding the blood oi the citizens of Paris, 
under the mercenary steel of Swiss. 


The great trial of the revolution is not 


yet determined. The Emperor Napo- 
leon thought thai blood enough had 
been spilt in the interior of France, and 
wished lo close every wound. 
He 


threw the country oprn to all those 
whom he deemed as tired of civil war 
as he was; adjourning the complete free- 
dom of the nation till a general peace, 
when he should no longer need im- 


dJctatoTJ-1 power, i* iih v> hich ;o 


make head against the united forces of 
Europe, incessantly excited by the ri- 
valry of England, and the oligarchy 
of its ministry. 
He wished to put an 


end to the revolution, and offered him- 
self as mediator in France and modera- 
tor in Europe. 
England constrained 


him by the wars she perpetually raised, 
to those conquests which she denoun- 
ced as excesses, though she alone was 
answerable for ihern ; and concluded by 
crushing in France all the fruit of thir- 
ty years of heroism and victory, by im- 
posing the family of the good old times 
on a regenerated nation. 


As long as there is any question in 


France oi a branch of that family, I will 
stay where I am. 
My family never de- 


sired civil war, and does not now.—• 
Should the nation declare for a Repub- 
lic, you know my sentiments. They are 
of long standing. 
Happy ihe people a- 


mong whom I might make this appli- 
cation without clanger. 
You remem- 


ber what 1 often said to the Spaniards: 
'You will never have as much liberty as 
I should like to give you ; But you must 
be able lo bear it; time is a necessary- 
element in every thing.' 


Assurances are given that our youth 


have made great progress 'towards re- 
publican opinions. Doubtless govern- 
ment is a remedy for an evil. 
Happy 


the country wise enough to do wihuut 
it- 
We perceive scarcely any traces 


of it in the happy country where we have, 
so long resided. But is lhal a slate snit- 
able to France ? Is it not the irritation 
caused by the absurd pretensions of the 
government that has weighed it down 
for fifteen years, «hich has roused that 
generous youth beyond perhaps what 
wil3 >uii the rest of their fellow citizen* 
at present, and the iranquiluy of France 
and Europe ?
